DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed with the request 
for continued examination (RCE) filed March 6, 2009 and the information 
disclosure statement (IDS) filed September 23, 2008. 

Examiner notes Claims 3, 5, 8, 13, 15 - 16, 18 - 22, 24, 26 - 28, 30, 32, 
35, and 37 - 47 have been cancelled. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
6, 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 2, 4, 6 - 7, 9 - 12, 14, 17, 23, 25, 29, 31, 33 - 34, and 36 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not anticipate nor render obvious as to a method of fabricating a light-emitting 
device, wherein the annealing is carried out so as to adjust C B /C A to 0.8 or below, where 
Ca is In concentration at a boundary position between the contact layer and the ITO 
transparent electrode layer, and C B is In concentration at a boundary position on the 
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opposite side, and wherein the light-emitting layer section is configured using (Al x Gai. 
x)ylni_ y P (where, 0 < x < 1 , 0.45 < y < 0.55). 

Also, the prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious a light-emitting device 
wherein the contact layer is designed to have an In concentration distribution in a 
thickness-wise direction thereof continuously reducing as becoming more distant away 
from the ITO transparent electrode layer in the thickness-wise direction, wherein a 
mean In concentration of the contact layer is adjusted within a range from 0.1 to 0.6 on 
the basis of atomic ratio of In to the total concentration of In and Ga, wherein the 
contact layer is designed to have Ce/CAOf 0.8 or below, where Ca is In concentration at 
a boundary position between the contact layer and the ITO transparent electrode layer, 
and Cb is In concentration at a boundary position on the opposite side, and wherein the 
light-emitting layer section is configured using (Al x Gai- x )ylni- y P (where, 0 < x < 1, 0.45 < 
y < 0.55).
